From the office to the rear of the room 
there is a. passage way. Next to the 
postmaster's office is the money order 
department and next to it the stamps 
and registered mail departments, each 
being1 enclosed within 
a railing

that the clerks are not disturbed by 
others in the office. 
Then comes the 


general delivery department. Back of 
this is a big -vacant space given over 
to*the mailing department, including 
the space for the despatch and recep- 
tion of mails, thf distributing tables 
and racks, the carrier tables, etc. In 
the rear are la\atories, store 
rooms 


md closets, and a room for the car- 
-iers. 
There is also a space for the 


accommodation of the public, to trans- 
act business in connection with the 
despatch of mall In bulk. This is a
